McAlester. Okla., Au g. 11.—Repre­ 
sentativ e Charles D. C arter was the 
star witness in the Gore-McMu rray in­ 
qu iry . 
His testim ony to some ex tent 
went to u phold some portions of Gore’s 
story .

Congressman Carter testified that 
Senator Gore told him abou t Jake Ha 
mon’s effort to bribe him the nex t day 
after it was said to hav e occu rred, and 
hinted at it the same aay ov er the 
’phone. 
Carter also told of Hamon 
coming to see him and asking him to 
see if he cou ld silence Gore. 
Congressman Creager while on the 
stand was asked in detail by Jake Ha­ 
mon abou t his effort to borrow money 
from E. C. Million, a banker of Mc­ 
Alester, Okla., who was in W ashing­ 
ton try ing to secu re the sale of the 
su rface of the segregated Indian lands. 
Hamon also tried to bring ou t that 
Creager had tried to get McMu rray to 
contribu te $1,000 to his (Creager’s) 
campaign fu nd. Hamon said he asked 
McMu rray why he did not help Crea­ 
ger, and McMu rray told him it wou ld 
not look right for him to help a con 
gressm an while he was interested in 
legislation before congress. 
Hamon then asked Creager if he did 
not hav e a deal with Gore by which 
the latter was to help in his campaign 
for a re-election in ex change for his 
testimony at this hearing. Tu rning to 
Chairman Bu rke, Creager said: 
“Mr. Bu rke, I nev er make political 
deals with Democrats.” 
Rev . J. M. Godfrey , an interm arried 
citizen, was on the stand when an 
effort was being made to learn the 
addresses of members of the commit­ 
tee of fifteen, when the first real lau gh 
of the inv estigation was brou ght ou t 
The wu tness testified that one of the 
committeemen liv ed in Robbers’ Roost, 
whereu pon one of the inv estigating 
committee asked if the entire mov e­ 
ment had its birth at this classic spot. 
Senator Gore also wanted to know’ if 
the Indians were the roosters.

Congressman Carter 
testified that

ther stated that there were some peo­

ed to name them, according to Carter, 
Adams said:

Gu ire; he will get his share.”

the electric chair shou ld any of the 
fifteen be conv icted. 
The state and 
Licking cou nty officials are going to 
pu sh the cases to trial as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Among those indicted on the 
m u rder charge is Lou is Bolton, a sa­ 
loon keeper and political 
power in 
Newark. He is alleged to hav e slipped 
the noose ov er the detectiv e's head. 
After the ly nching he fled from New*- 
ark and was cau ght two w’eeks ago 
after pu rsu it throu gh half a dozen 
states. 
Six men were indicted on a 
charge of rioting, tw’o for assau lt and 
battery and two for perju ry in connec­ 
tion with the ly nching probe. A nu m­ 
ber of the indictm ents were kept se­ 
cret in order that fu rther arrests may 
be made. 
The report of the grand 
ju ry has created great ex citement in 
Newark, for it is taken to indicate that 
seriou s pu nishm ent awaits the ly nch­ 
ers if conv icted.

FALLS WITH AIRSHIP 


(v ia tor Crashes Into Crowd (t 


Asbory Park. 


Asbury Park, .n. J., Au g. 11.—W alter 
A. Brookins, the y ou thfu l pu pil o f the* 
Wrights, who on Ju ly 9 climbed to the 
record height of 6,275 feet at Atlantic 
City , then coasted safely to earth with 
his power shu t off, crashed to earth 
fro m a height of abou t fifty feet during 
the av iation m eet here. Thi3 is the 
first time since av iation began to draw 
big crowds of onlookers th at an aero ­ 
plane has tu mbled down on the spec­ 
tators. 
Sev en 
persons 
besides 
Brookins 
were inju red. 
One fou rteen-y ear-old 
boy named George Bu rnett, of Spring 
Lake, was cru shed beneath the fram e­ 
work of the lower part of the main 
planes of the machine and had hig 
sku ll fractu red and his hip broken. The 
boy probably will die. 
W hen Brook­ 
ins wras fou nd beneath the tangle of 
the plane fabric and splintered fram e­ 
work and wires, he lay on the sod of 
the av iation field with his face in a 
pool of blood and his right hand still 
grasping the steering lev er. 
He was 
thou ght to be dead as he was dragged 
ou t of the w’reck. While being carried 
into the hospital tent, howev er, the 
av iator began to groan and asked 
weakly , “How did it happen?” 
Brookins has a broken nose, a se­ 
v erely lacerated head and face, his 
ey es are closed, and he has general 
bru ises abou t the body . 
The doctors 
do not ex pect fatal resu lts from his 
fall. 
Brookins say s th at his fall was 
du e to efforts he w’as making while de­ 
scending to av oid a crowd of specta­ 
tors grou ped on the av iation field a 
few feet in front of the north end of 
the u ncov ered grandstand, which at 
this point w’as 
solidly packed with 
spectators. When abou t fifty feet ov er 
the heads of the grandstand crowd the 
aeroplane was seen to tip at what 
seemed to be almost an angle of 45 
degrees as the av iator tried to swing 
his machine in a sharp circle between 
the grandstand and the knot of men on 
the field. 
As if a sharp pu ff of wind had hit 
the low’er su rface of the highest edges 
of the main planes, the machine mo­ 
m entarily stood on edge in m idair and 
then it headed straight downward and 
cru mpled into a crackling heap of 
wreckage.

Mayor of New York That He Wi l l 


Recover From Wound i n Neck In­ 


fl i cted by Revol ver i n Hands of a 


Di scharged Dock Hand. 


New' York, Aug. 11.—The physicians 
who have been constantly in attend­ 
ance on Mayor Gaynor at St. Mary’s 
hospital in Hoboken since an hour af­ 
ter he was shot in the neck by James 
J. Gallagher, a discharged dock hand, 
on the deck of the Kaiser Wilhelm at 
10 o’clock on Tuesday morning, have 
noted nothing but improvement in 
ins 
condition. 
So favorable is his case 
that the surgeons have decided not to 
attempt an operation for the removal 
of the split bullet that has lodged in 
the mayor’s neck. 
Through Robert Adamson, the may­ 
or’s secretary, the specialists gave to 
the newspaper men an unofficial view 
of the present status of the mayor’s 
case and the plan of procedure which 
has been adopted by the surgeons, 
predicated as it is upon the continued 
favorable progress of the patient. 
“We have ascertained that the bul­ 
let fragments do not lie among any of 
the major blood vessels,” said the doc­ 
tor’s statement. 
“It is not necessary 
to get it out now while the wound is 
still sore, because it w'ould be a useless 
irritation and it would tax the mayor’s 
strength unnecessarily. 
Unless com­ 
plications arise the removal of the bul­ 
let will not be attempted for the pres­ 
ent.” 
The physicians also stated frankly 
just what dangers still had to be guard­ 
ed against. There are two contingen­ 
cies which might bring about a serious 
relapse in the mayor’s condition. The 
first of these is septicemia, due to in­ 
fection of the wound—if 
110 trace of 
this complication appears today the 
doctors may reasonably dismiss the 
fear of blood poisoning from their 
minds. The second factor that would 
weigh heavily against the mayor’s 
chances of recovery, if it should ap­ 
pear, is the weakening and breaking 
Df an artery with the consequent hem­ 
orrhage. 
There is a possibility that 
one or the other sections of the bullet 
might have grazed an artery, tearing 
the wrall slightly, but enough to cause 
a break under any strain of physical 
effort of through the sloughing off of 
the blood clot over the abrasure. This 
rupture of an artery might occur at 
any time without a minute’s warning. 
Under these circumstances it is gen­ 
erally conceded by all of the doctors 
attending the mayor that today must 
be somew'hat in the nature of a crisis. 
If it passes without any indications of 
irritation in the wound the doctors will 
believe that they have Mayor Gaynor 
fairly on the road to recovery. 
Septi­ 
cemia is by all odds the most likely 
complication 
of 
the two that 
are 
feared. 
Of all 
whose interest has 
been 
aroused by the attempted assassina­ 
tion. the people in America and beyond 
the sea, Mayor Gaynor is the only one 
w'ho does not know that James J. Gal­ 
lagher was the man who fired the shot 
Those who came from the sickroom 
said that aside from the mayor's first 
query, “Who did this?’’ which was 
voiced immediately after the shooting 
while he 
was 
being led to his state­ 
room 
on 
the 
vessel, the mayor has 
shown absolutely no curiosity on the 
subject. He has not asked his doctors 
or his w'ife or Secretary Adamson the 
name of the man who attempted to 
assassinate hini. nor has he seen any 
newspaper which carries the name of 
Gallagher in large type on its pages. 
As for Gallagher, reflection in the 
Hudson county jail seems to have tem­ 
pered his sullen defiance of Tuesday, 
for he has retracted the statement he 
had made immediately after the shoot­ 
ing in which he glorified and justified 
his deed. He told the assistant prose­ 
cutor of Hudson county and his law- 
yers who visited him in his cell that he 
was sorry that he had shot Mayor Gay­ 
nor and that he hoped the mayor’s life 
would be spared. 
But his obstinacy 
led him to qualify even this exhibition 
of contrition. 
I am sorry I shot Gay­ 
nor. but I feel 
110 remorse,” said Galla­ 
gher. 
“I had to do it as a lesson to 
the country—to teach high officials to 
regard the rights of their subordin­ 
ates.” 


Death Reveal s Secret. 

Aug. 11.—It devel­ 
ops that Ralph McNeil of this city, 
killed by a train near Danville, was on 
his way home to take up his residence 
with his wife, who was formerly Miss 
Letta Kraft of this city, whom he se­ 
cretly married July 29.

tional convention at Tomlinson haï! at 
10 o'clock this morning. 
What the 
outcome of the convention will be— 
whether a disrupted organization or a 
more solid, compact body—no man can 
tell. 
Thomas L. Lewis, president of 
the organization, which is the largest 
labor union in the world in point of 
membership, makes it. plain that the 
organization is facing a crisis which is 
probably the most serious in its his­ 
tory- 
While the special convention has 
been called by President Lewis for the 
ostensible purpose of dealing with the 
wage difficulties in the various fields 
in which the 
union miners are on 
strike, there is n hiding the fact that 
the convention will have on its hands 
internal factional troubles of a serious 
character, and that these troubles will 
be fully as difficult of settlemènt, if 
they can be settled at all. as the wage 
question. 
Lewis refused absolutely to discuss 
or say a word in regard to the internal 
dissension? which are tearing the or­ 
ganization wide open. 
He said he 
w'ould not talk on the subject. 
It is 
known however, that 
Lewis is the 
leader of one strong faction in the o> 
ganization whiih supports the present 
administration. 
Some of the district 
leaders are at the head of formidable 
opposition factions, which contend that 
the present administration is sending 
the organization on the rocks. 
From present indications it looks al­ 
though either Lewis will whip his oje 
ponents to a standstill and make them 
be good hereafter or the opposition 
will tie a can to Lew is and take charge 
of the organization. 
This, 1n fact, 
promises to be the real fight of the 
convention, for until it is settled there 
is little probability that the wage ques­ 
tion or any other question can be dis­ 
posed of. 
Agreement on anything 
seems practically impossible as long a« 
the factional troubles continue to boil. 
John H. Walker, president of the 
Illinois miners, is the acknowledged 
leader of tbe active opposition to Lew 
is at this time, this being due to the 
fact that the wage trouble in Illinois 
remains unsettled and that the Illinois 
organization is at loggerheads with 
Lewis and the international adminis­ 
tration.
